Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 21-36 and 69-87 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 21-36 and 69-87 recite that the functionality of connecting automatically 
and electronically said electronic intermediary to said tax data provider is based on said 
received information (said received information being both the tax data provider and 
taxpayer identification information). This implies that a 3 rd party tax preparation entity 
(i.e., "the electronic intermediary") receives the requisite tax data from the taxpayer (or 
authorized tax return preparer acting on his/her behalf) AND another distinct tax data 
providing entity (i.e., the "tax data provider"). At least one connection is formed 
between the taxpayer (or authorized tax return preparer) and the electronic intermediary 
and a distinct connection is formed between another tax data provider (separate from 
the taxpayer and authorized tax return preparer) and the electronic intermediary in order 
for the electronic intermediary to collectively retrieve all tax data needed to prepare the 
taxpayer's tax return. While Anderson (U.S. Patent No. 7,010,507) discloses that an 
electronic intermediary receives tax data from the taxpayer (e.g., via an authorized tax 
return preparer), Anderson fails to disclose a separate connection made to a distinct tax 
data provider based on tax data provider and taxpayer identifying information provided 
by the taxpayer (or authorized tax return preparer). Scharmer (U.S. Patent No. 
5,640,577) discloses techniques for automatically downloading information from the 
appropriate, remote data source, yet Scharmer still fails to teach or suggest the 
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particular arrangement among the various entities (i.e., taxpayer/authorized tax return 
preparer, tax data provider, and electronic intermediary) as conveyed in the structural 
and functional limitations of the claimed invention. Therefore, claims 21-36 and 69-87 
are deemed to be patentable over the prior art of record.
